Awakening of the Southeast. 
Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: : 

You may be interested in a word from 
Tennessee with reference to the Aberdeen- 
Angus situation. 

Our breeders at this time are having quite 
a bit of inquiry for young bulls and it would 
seem as if all the available bulls will go in- 
to service with farmers this spring. 

In December Messrs. G. P. Wood, J. A. 
Shuler, of Vilas, Florida and Dr. Jas. J. 
Vara, of Tallahassee, Florida, paid a visit 
to Tennessee and we accompanied them to 
our East Tennessee Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers where they made purchase of 23 head of 
mighty good young bulls. More than a doz- 
en of these bulls came from the French 
Broad Farms at Dandridge, which is owned 
and operated by Dr. J. I. Huggins. Two 
of these bulls were purchased from the J. 
F. Lockmiller herd at Athens; H. G. Dough- 
erty, Sweetwater, J. S. McClure, Knoxville 
and T. J. Tolliver of Loudon supplying the 
remainder. 

Our Florida friends were much pleased 
with the young bulls which they purchased 
and feel that they will do an immense 
amount of good in the improvement of the 
cattle of their counties. 


On the 5th of the month I went to the 
French Broad Farms with Mr. C. G. McGel- 
vin, manager of the American Limestone 
Farms at Mascot, Tenessee, where Mr. Mc- 
Gelvin made purchase of a Perinthian bred 
bull out of a daughter of Idolmere from Dr. 
Huggins at $500.00. While the bull sales 
have been quite strong, there is not the de- 
mand for females there should be. I dare 
say, however, that within another year our 
breeders will be in position to sell a larger 
number of cows and heifers, of which they 
have a surplus at this time. 

I thought you would like this bit of in- 
formation in the interest of the breed and 
the awakening in the southeast. Very truly 
yours, L. A. Richardson, Specialist in Ani- 
mal Husbandry.

The young- 
ster is a descendant of Perinthian the 1920 
International grand champion bull on the 
sire’s side and his dam is a daughter of 
Idolmere, winner of the International grand 
championship in 1919, both having been 
shown by Dr. Huggins.

Shorthorn Bullock Upsets all Early Forecastings 


Queer the pranks these 
youngsters play once they 
gain their majority. In or- 
der to “properly” cele- 
brate her 21st birthday, 
naturally enough the Na- 
tional Western Live Stock 
Show had to pull some- 
thing unexpected. And she 
did. The writer opened 
the season of 1926 by pay- 
ing his annual visit to the 
National Western where 


the Aberdeen-Angus breed - 
senctically swept the boards clean from start to finish. The pil- 


grimage began here with a round trip ticket that provided many a 
stop over throughout the season, including all the principal tan 
barks of the nation, as far East as the great Kastern States Expo- 
sition at Springfield, Mass., back by way of the International and 
a brief sojourn with the Mrs. and kiddies at the home office in cen- 
tral lowa. It was a wonderful year for fat bullocks. Most excel- 
lent specimens graced the various show yards. The battles were 
fierce but for the most part decidedly victorious for the Doddies. 
For that reason Doddie fans had looked to Denver for a good start 
again in 1927. The Hereford boys knew full well that some- 
thing had to be done and they proceeded rather in the open to 
do it, thus creating some timidity on the part of the Blackskins, 
so naturally enough the fuzzy Whitefaces had the going over 
of their short lifetime early after arrival. The Hereford pulse 
was beating strong and indicated an even temperament, still 
little fear was entertained but that the Blacks would be able 
to hold their own even though supported by lesser battalions 
of fighters. 

With the leading out onto the tan bark all eyes were set 
upon the two breeds and even though the Shorthorn people 
had a wonderful showing as to numbers no great alarm had 
been registered from that quarter. Scout Kinzer who is al- 
ways making trouble in the showing with his Herefords rested 
quite easy until the junior Shorthorn calves stood in line. As 
usual he gave the nine of them the once over and was about 
to turn away quite satisfied when here came a little yellow 
red lad that had for some reason been detained until all the 
rest of the group had been set. Judge Oldsen was for him 
too. R. J. noticed that. His heart sank, his Whitefaced hope 
vanished. His method was not altogether sympathetic, but 
rather that great wide smile seemed to carry a higher degree 
of lumination when he grabbed a pair of Doddie fans and sug- 
gested that they take a trip to the other side of the ring for 
the moment. It was the “Blow that killed father.” There he 
was, The way was surely blocked. There wasn’t a thing in 
the whole show that could get by him. That was plainly evi- 
dent and it proved only too true when the packer buyers ap- 
peared on the scene to designate the grand champion over all 
breeds. He filled the eye, there was room for nothing else. 
But, oh, how delighted were the Doddie boys when they remem-

bered that Ljungdahl Brothers of Kansas had brought along a calf 
or two that were not so bad but that Crestview Alec 2d would make 
a handsome reserve. Thus the Aberdeen-Angus breed was not en- 
entirely eliminated from the on hoof contest. 

Mayhap Journal readers will wonder why this Shorthorn bul- 
lock is being featured, in fact given first honors today. Here is 
the chief reason. Sultan’s First is positively the best steer of his 
breed that it has been our privilege to place hands on in all the 
years of our cattle career. It was the turning from this type of 
beef animal that first rent our hope and admiration for the splendid 
Shorthorn breed and so like the returning of the prodigal son we 
stand with outstretched hands to receive such a wonderful speci- 
men. Beginning at the muzzle and recounting every inch over the 
top, down to the heel and back along the underline to the place of 
beginning. Was there a serious flaw? Not one. Could the horns 
be eliminated and the color changed over night he would fill the 
Aberdeen-Angus specifications to a “t.” His covering was even 
and he carried all the bloom consistent with the occasion. Welcome 
to the top row Mr. Shorthorn, the seat of honor is yours and the 
title is clear. 

While the breed is thus to be materially advanced in the eyes 
of the beef making world let none forget that the honor rests heav- 
ily on other shoulders. It remained for a little woman who came 
to Kansas when Kansas was not what she (Continued on page 15

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General Manager Harry Youngerman and 
his colleagues may justly be proud of the 
21st National Western Live Stock Show. 
Every exhibit was strictly high class. The 
breeding classes of horses, hogs, sheep and 
cattle were will filled and with a better class 
of cattle than usually are seen at this show. 
The Herefords of course were a wonderful 
lot for this has long been a Whiteface 
stronghold. The Shorthorns brought out a 
great increase in numbers and the quality 
was indeed superior to former exhibits. The 
Aberdeen-Angus remain the infant as to 
numbers but when it comes to quality they 
did not have to take a back seat for any- 
thing in the barns. The nice thing of it all 
was the general interest displayed during 
the showing and the crowds that paid visits 
to the stalls and there loitered to gain a 
better impression of the sleek coated Blacks. 
It is too bad that the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle could not have been housed 
all in one section, rather than having them 
scattered, several exhibitors having been lo- 
cated in the dairy stables some distance 
away from the rest of the Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. This circumstance perhaps detract- 
ed somewhat from the Doddie exhibit as 
many people might not have found one sec- 
tion or the other. 

Fourteen exhibitors from seven states 
brought out seventy-seven head of pure bred 
breeding cattle and eleven head of pure bred 
steers. The Harrison Stock Farms, of 
Woodland, California, and Congdon & Bat- 
tles, of Yakima, Washington, came the 
greater distances. President Fullerton, of 
Oklahoma, sent out a good strong herd. R. 
R. Lucore & Sons, of Arriba, Colorado, 
headed the list of exhibitors from their state 
as to numbers. 

Ray Plummer, formerly of Marshalltown, 
Iowa, but now of Burlington, Colorado, had 
been selected to place the ribbons in both 
the breeding and fat Aberdeen-Angus class- 
es and he did his work quickly, faithfully 
and well. 

There were two strong aged bulls out. 
The Lucore bull Blackcap Bravo 2d made a 
nice candidate but he was not in flesh, 
neither did he 
carry the finish 
of Postman’s 
Monarch, a_ bull 
that has been 
shown quite ex- 
tensively and 
most successfully 
for Judge Fuller- 
ton, of Oklahoma. 
For the most part 
the Colorado cat- 
tle were not in 
high flesh and 
for that reason 
had to be content 
with the lesser 
berths. But it is

safe to say that as much improvement dur- 
ing 1927 as is evident over 1926 will make 
these cattle strong contenders for the top 
places another year. 

Harrison Stock Farms, placed Glencar- 
nock Revort by Blackcap Revolution, at the 
head of the two year old class. He was 
showing in fine form and went through to 
the senior and grand championship. He is 
one of the really deep, thick Blackcap Revo- 
lution bulls in service today and is giving 
a good account of himself in the breeding 
pen. Prizemere 55th by Prizemere 9th 
headed the next class for Congdon & Bat- 
tles. Lucore & Sons of Colorado placed 
their great senior yearling bull, Questor 
Harrison 2d, by Blackcap Glenn 2d, at the 
head of his class and he eventually went 
out and won the junior championship of the 
show. Emir of Sunbeam 2d by Eston of 
Elmhill, an excellent calf headed the junior 
yearling class for S. C. Fullerton & Sons. 
The same exhibitors placed Major of Sun- 
beam by Kensington Neal in the lead of the 
senior calf class and Congdon & Battles 
won the junior calf class with Blackmere 
48th by Prizercere 32d. The three bull 
group was won by Fullerton showing Post- 
man’s Monarch, Emir of Sunbeam 2d and 
Major of Sunbeam. The two bull group 
also went to Fullerton showing the last two 
named bulls. 

It was a pleasing sight to see so many 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the Denver arena 
and there can be no doubt about the impres- 
sion it made cn tne ringside and the packed 
audience in the seats. Much inquiry follow- 
ed the appearance of each class. 

The cow classes were well filled and they 
gave the judge a good workout. Black 
Lass of Glencarnock 6th by Blackcap Revo- 
lution finished first in the aged cow class 
for Harrison Stock Farms. Another daugh- 
ter of Blackcap Revolution, Mignonne Glen- 
carnock 4th won the next female class for 
the same firm. The junior two year old 
class was a lively lot. When the ribbons 


were hung, the blue had been granted Black- 
bird of Rosemere 56th, another great daugh- 
ter of Prizemere 9th.

The Junior yearling 
class had ten head en- 
tered and they were 
all present to partici- 
pate. The type was 
good as well as the 
finish. The Nebraska 
State Fair champion 
Indianola Bill shown 
by the University of 
Nebraska found the 
head of the class. The 
same institution plac- 
ed two sons of Ken- 
yon 3d next in line 
and Herbert Smith of 
Berthoud came fourth 
with his club calf 
Ogilvy’s Pick. The 
rest of the class was 
filled with club calves and they were a de- 
cidedly creditable lot. 

There were five tidy Senior calves that 
made a very strong showing. Kenyon Jun- 
ior by Kenyon 3d, a thick, meaty youngster 
with good lines stood at the top of the 
class, for the University of Nebraska. He 
was followed by Wyoming Maj shown by 
the University of Wyoming and the Ljung- 
dahl entry Monarch of Crestview stood at 
third with Herbert Smith fourth and the 
Fullerton entry last. 

The thirteen Junior calves made a nice 
showing. They had an abundance of scale 
and the tops were a splendid set. Among 
them was Wyoming John, another calf bred 
ot Roy Welty’s place and displayed by the 
University of Wyoming. He found favor 
and went to the top of the class. The same 
school had another from the same source 
that placed second and R. R. Lucore & Sons 
of Arriba, Colorado, placed third with 
Knollwood Kenyon. The University of Ne- 
braska placed the next two and Lucore re- 
turned with another one for seventh place. 

The four class winners came out for the 
breed championship and after much debat- 
ing with himself the judge decided that 
Wyoming John came nearest filling the bill 
from a breeders’ standpoint so made him 
champion, hoping that he was good enough 
to hold top honors of the show. Crestview 
lee 2d was granted the reserve ticket.

Commenting on the number of sales that had taken place at 
the National Western Stock Show up to a certain time one of the 
Denver papers said: “Ninety per cent of the stock sold todate has 
been of the Hereford breed, in spite of the efforts of the Shorthorn 
owners to push forward their cattle. Of the remaining 10 per cent 
seven has been Shorthorn and three Aberdeen-Angus.” Bank clear. 
ings for the first five days totaled nearly $6,000,000.00, which is 
approximately $1,500,000.00 more than was received last year for 
the same period. The Journal has contended regularly that Denver 
is the gateway to the Western cattle empire and that Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders should cultivate an acquaintance with those who 
frequent the yards and the arena at this great show. Better than 
100,000 people passed through the gates this year, and it is safe to 
say that of this vast throng a large majority were cattlemen, per- 
haps as much as ninety per cent of them.

a * stock Show was considered a very 
marked success from every angle despite 
the many handicaps under which Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle are sold at this show. There 
were thirty-three head catalogued and _ the 
same number sold at reasonably good prices. 
In fact the valuations showed a satisfactory 
improvement over those of the last sale at 
Denver. In the first place all eyes are cen- 
tered on the fat bullock section of this ex- 
cellent Western show. On Wednesday 
morning things were doing in the yards. 
The single bullocks were on auction and ev- 
eryone interested in the outcome of this 
event was at the yards so it was a rather 
difficult thing to assemble the crowd for 
the auction sale of breeding cattle that was 
scheduled to take place in the great arena 
of the show pavillion at 9:30 o’clock in the 
morning. No attempt was made to get the 
crowd together until about ten o’clock when 
Col. Fred Reppert who was to preside on 
the block called the crowd to the seats and 
introduced his ring assistants Cols. Boyd 
and Bixby of Colorado. There was plenty 
of room on the benches for those who were 
not directly interested in the welfare of the 
breed absented themselves. Those looking 
for sensations were a minus quantity also. 
Selling Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Colorado 
at public vendue is a real man’s job con- 
sisting chiefly of hard work from start to

sensational prices expected, just merely 
practical every day valuations that will en- 
able the rapidly increasing number of ad- 
herents to the breed to take the cattle home 
and there use them to good advantage in the 
development of their home ranches and 
farm herds.

Kuhrt was born in Germany. Thirty-eight 
years ago she and her husband went to Ed- 
son and settled on the ranch she now owns. 
The husband died in 1917, since which time 
Mrs. Kuhrt with the assistance of her two 
fine sons has operated the ranch. There 
are also two daughters with her on this 3400 
acre property which has been devoted to the 
growing of cattle since the family first 
came into possession of it. During the war 
period a portion of the land was devoted to 
growing wheat. The cow herd was just a 
group of ordinary grade cows. The present 
excellent standard of this herd has been at- 
tained through the constant use for fifteen 
years of high class registered Shorthorn 
bulls. Just as regular as shipments have 
been made to the markets has Mrs. Kuhrt 
received a neat premium over going prices. 
Her baby beeves have always been grac- 
iously received at the markets. 

Had these good people spent the same 
number of years building an Aberdeen-An- 
gus grade herd it is safe to say that they 
might just as well have captured the car- 
cass honors too for they surely know how 
to fit and finish their cattle. This lesson 
in beef improvement can well be taken home 
by thousands of good farmers who should 
be using high class pure bred bulls in their 
cow herds. To every Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder who has a good steer bull to spare 
the Journal would suggest that he make a 
special effort to place that bull at the head 
of the herd of some good farmer. It may 
take a little salesmanship on your part to 
get the bull placed, but it is a cinch that it 
won’t take much of that ability to sell the 
same farmer his next herd bull. By the 
time Mr. Farmer has worn out his first bull 
he will be casting around for another one 
of still better quality and character. If 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders will develop the 
element of salesmanship more energetically 
there won’t be cows and heifers enough in 
the country to grow what bulls will be need- 
ed.

It is interesting to study the evolution of 
the home, from the time of primitive man 
to the present time.

and a knowledge of values, and taste. 

A most interesting club program was pre- 
sented here last year, by a representative 
of a large department store, from a near- 
by city. His subject was linen. He had 
been manager of the linen department for 
twenty-five years, had traveled extensive- 
ly and studied linen in every country. His 
lecture included the growing of flax; ex- 
plaining climatic conditions necessary, the 
processes in its manufacture; a discussion 
comparing linens of different countries; 
amusing incidents of a salesman and helpful 
advice that would benefit a purchaser. 
Beautiful linens from different countries 
were displayed, and the entire program was 
very interesting. 

This might be a helpful suggestion in 
planning a club program for next years 
work. This store was very glad to send a 
representative, without expense, to our city 
a distance of fifty miles. 

The qualities that make linen so desir- 
able for household uses are its smooth tex- 
ture, its ability to absorb moisture readily, 
its freshness and beauty of appearance. It 
is easily laundered and very durable. There 
are so many clever substitutes for linen that 
a purchaser may be easily deceived there 
are several simple tests which may be relied 
upon to tell linen from cotton. 

The water test: Apply a drop to material 
if linen water evaporates quickly. The 
burning test: Apply a lighted match to ends 
of threads, linen leaves burned ends smooth, 
sharp, even. The glycerin test: Apply a 
drop of glycerin to material, it forms a 
transparent spot on linen while cotton will 
not absorb it and it will roll up like mer- 
cury. Linen is hard to tear and the edge is 
left smooth. Cotton is easily torn and the 
edge is left curled. 

It is more satisfactory to buy linen from 
a salesman who knows quality and more 
economically bought when a reliable house 
is having a sale. During the months of 
January and February all department stores 
in the cities and the more progressive ones 
in the smaller towns have an annual clear- 
ance sale and a supply of all household lin- 
ens may be bought at a saving. Table linen 
comes in natural color, unbleached, quarter, 
half and three-quarters bleached, and in 
pure white. The unbleached will wear long- 
est. 

Linens manufactered in Scotland are not 
of high grade but give long wear. Irish 
linen may be purchased in both poorer and 
better grades. French linen is beautiful 
and costly. Belgian linen is of good qual- 
ity and moderate in cost. The weave should 
always be considered by the purchaser one 
thread used in weaving is known as single 
damask, if two threads are used double da- 
mask is woven. When buying linen care 
should be taken that the fabric does not con- 
tain much starch. An inexpensive quality 
of linen is preferable to the finer cottons in 
household use. It launders more easily and 
looks better, however there are substitutes 
that have been found practical. The better 
grades in Japanese prints are very satis- 
factory. Indian Head muslin may be pur- 
chased in different widths and is very dur- 


able.

Doddie Breeders Invited to Participate 


[Editor’s Note—This letter is written by Secretary 
W. H. Tomhave, of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, 817 Exchange Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois. Watch his letters for important association 
news. ] 


In our report in the last issue of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Journal we called attention 
to the increase in transfers reported during 
November and December as compared to 
the same months during the last fiscal year. 
We believe that these figures are signifi- 
cant and indicative of the demand that ex- 
ists for Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle. In- 
formation coming to the office from breed- 
ers in widely scattered sections of the coun- 
try bring encouraging reports regarding the 
sale of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

A breeder in Arkansas writes as follows: 
“I find it impossible to produce enough 
bulls to meet the demand although I have 
a breeding herd of 100 head at the present 
time.” Another breeder in the south where 
there has been very little demand for cattle 
during the past few years writes: “I have 
recently sold a number of bulls to go 
south.” Another breeder in the northern 
section writes: ‘We have had a splendid 
demand for bulls during the past few weeks. 
We have sold an average of one bull a day 
and will soon be sold out.” With these re- 
ports coming from such widely scattered 
sections of the country it seems that the de- 
mand for breeding cattle is on the upward 
trend and that the sales of breeding cattle 
in 1927 will surpass those of any year since 
1920. 

Kansas City Sale.—Tentative plans have 
been made to hold a sale of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle at Kansas City during the 
week of February 27th to March 5th. This 
sale, if held, will be in connection with the 
annual round up and sale of the Hereford 
and Shorthorn Associations. The holding 
of the sale will depend upon the number of 
cattle that will be offered by the breeders 
in the territory adjacent to Kansas City or 
any other section of the country where 
available cattle can be secured. The con- 
signment should consist very largely of 
bulls of breeding age, although a limited 
number of females can be used. Breeders 
who wish to consign cattle to the sale should 
list their offering with the secretary’s of- 
fice at once in order that definite arrange- 
ments for the sale can be made. 

Herd Book Volume 35—We have received 
a number of letters during the past few 
weeks inquiring how soon volume 35 of the 
herd book will be ready for distribution. It 
should be ready for distribution within two 
or three weeks as the publishers inform us 
that the body of the book is ready to be sent 
to the binders. All orders that have been 
received for volume 35 and paid for will be 
mailed direct from the publishers. Breeders 
desiring a copy of the book should send in 
their order at once so that prompt shipment 
can be made. The price to members of the 
association is $3.00 and 5.00 to non-mem- 
bers. 

The Eastern Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
have made arrangements with the Boston & 
Albany Railroad to furnish two dining cars 
to be placed on the tracks on the fair 
grounds of the Eastern States Exposition 
during the week of the Exposition, Septem- 
ber 18th to 24th for the purpose of serving 
Aberdeen-Angus beef during the week of 


the show. Beef will be served as roast, steak 
and in several other forms so that visitors 
at the Exposition may have an opportunity 
to learn what real Aberdeen-Angus beef is 
like. The beef will be furnished by Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders in the East. Practical- 
ly the entire meal will consist of New Eng- 
land products as the vegetables will be sup- 
plied by the Springfield vegetable growers 
and dairy products will come from New 
England farms. This is real cooperation 
and should do much to advance the interest 
of better beef in the East. 

Calf Clubs—The following is the calf club 
classification for 1927 which has _ been 
adopted by the Board of Directors of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation: 

1927 Classification for Aberdeen-Angus 
Calf Clubs: 

Class 1—Calf Clubs which exhibit 5 to 12 
calves, $1.00 per head will be offered for 
each animal exhibited. 

Class 2—Calf Clubs which exhibit 12 to 
25 or more calves, $15.00 will be offered to 
be distributed among the winners. 

In addition to the above prizes a cash 
prize of $5.00 will be presented to the boy 
or girl who exhibits the Champion Aber- 
deen-Angus calf in classes where 12 or more 
calves are exhibited. 

Mixed Calf clubs or contests in which 
representatives of two or more breeds take 
part the American Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association will offer according to the 
number of Aberdeen-Angus calves exhibit- 


ed. 

Calf clubs which exhibit 5 to 12 calves, 
$1.00 per head will be offered for each Ab- 
erdeen-Angus exhibited, up to 12 head. If 
12 or more are exhibited $15.00 will be of- 
fered to be distributed among the winners. 

In addition to the above prizes offered to 
Mixed Calf clubs the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association will pay $5.00 
to the boy or girl who wins the champion- 
ship, PROVIDED the champion is an Aber- 
deen-Angus. 

All prizes will be sent direct from the of- 
fice of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, 817 Exchange Av- 
enue, Chicago, Illinois, upon the receipt of 
a full report of the contest from the super- 
intendent of the contest. 

County Agents and others in charge of 
calf club contests should file their applica- 
tions for this appropriation with the secre- 
tary’s office.

Increased Valuations Realized.

Car- 
lots sold and resold. Others sold in carlots 
and later were divided in smaller groups 
and sold out at materially advanced prices. 
One load was split up into singles and many 
of the prices attained were three and four 
times the average price of the load. Such 
transactions made things pretty lively a- 
bout the yards.

Experiences Disastrous Fire.

Doddie Breeders Invited to Participate 


[Editor’s Note—This letter is written by Secretary 
W. H. Tomhave, of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, 817 Exchange Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois. Watch his letters for important association

In our report in the last issue of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Journal we called attention 
to the increase in transfers reported during 
November and December as compared to 
the same months during the last fiscal year. 
We believe that these figures are signifi- 
cant and indicative of the demand that ex- 
ists for Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle. In- 
formation coming to the office from breed- 
ers in widely scattered sections of the coun- 
try bring encouraging reports regarding the 
sale of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

A breeder in Arkansas writes as follows: 
“I find it impossible to produce enough 
bulls to meet the demand although I have 
a breeding herd of 100 head at the present 
time.” Another breeder in the south where 
there has been very little demand for cattle 
during the past few years writes: “I have 
recently sold a number of bulls to go 
south.” Another breeder in the northern 
section writes: ‘We have had a splendid 
demand for bulls during the past few weeks. 
We have sold an average of one bull a day 
and will soon be sold out.” With these re- 
ports coming from such widely scattered 
sections of the country it seems that the de- 
mand for breeding cattle is on the upward 
trend and that the sales of breeding cattle 
in 1927 will surpass those of any year since 
1920. 

Kansas City Sale.—Tentative plans have 
been made to hold a sale of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle at Kansas City during the 
week of February 27th to March 5th. This 
sale, if held, will be in connection with the 
annual round up and sale of the Hereford 
and Shorthorn Associations. The holding 
of the sale will depend upon the number of 
cattle that will be offered by the breeders 
in the territory adjacent to Kansas City or 
any other section of the country where 
available cattle can be secured. The con- 
signment should consist very largely of 
bulls of breeding age, although a limited 
number of females can be used. Breeders 
who wish to consign cattle to the sale should 
list their offering with the secretary’s of- 
fice at once in order that definite arrange- 
ments for the sale can be made. 

Herd Book Volume 35—We have received 
a number of letters during the past few 
weeks inquiring how soon volume 35 of the 
herd book will be ready for distribution. It 
should be ready for distribution within two 
or three weeks as the publishers inform us 
that the body of the book is ready to be sent 
to the binders. All orders that have been 
received for volume 35 and paid for will be 
mailed direct from the publishers. Breeders 
desiring a copy of the book should send in 
their order at once so that prompt shipment 
can be made. The price to members of the 
association is $3.00 and 5.00 to non-mem- 
bers. 

The Eastern Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
have made arrangements with the Boston & 
Albany Railroad to furnish two dining cars 
to be placed on the tracks on the fair 
grounds of the Eastern Ctates Exposition 
during the week of the Exposition, Septem- 
ber 18th to 24th for the purpose of serving 
Aberdeen-Angus beef during the week of 


the show. Beef will be served as roast, steak 
and in several other forms so that visitors 
at the Exposition may have an opportunity 
to learn what real Aberdeen-Angus beef is 
like. The beef will be furnished by Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders in the East. Practical- 
ly the entire meal will consist of New Eng- 
land products as the vegetables will be sup- 
plied by the Springfield vegetable growers 
and dairy products will come from New 
England farms. This is real cooperation 
and should do much to advance the interest 
of better beef in the East. 

Calf Clubs—The following is the calf club 
classification for 1927 which has_ been 
adopted by the Board of Directors of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation: 

1927 Classification for Aberdeen-Angus 
Calf Clubs: 

Class 1—Calf Clubs which exhibit 5 to 12 
calves, $1.00 per head will be offered for 
each animal exhibited. 

Class 2—Calf Clubs which exhibit 12 to 
25 or more calves, $15.00 will be offered to 
be distributed among the winners. 

In addition to the above prizes a cash 
prize of $5.00 will be presented to the boy 
or girl who exhibits the Champion Aber- 
deen-Angus calf in classes where 12 or more 
calves are exhibited. 

Mixed Calf clubs or contests in which 
representatives of two or more breeds take 
part the American Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association will offer according to the 
—- of Aberdeen-Angus calves exhibit- 
ed. 
Calf clubs which exhibit 5 to 12 calves, 
$1.00 per head wi!l be offered for each Ab- 
erdeen-Angus exhibited, up to 12 head. If 
12 or more are exhibited $15.00 will be of- 
fered to be distributed among the winners. 

In addition to the above prizes offered to 
Mixed Calf clubs the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association will pay $5.00 
to the boy or girl who wins the champion- 
ship, PROVIDED the champion is an Aber- 
deen-Angus. 

All prizes will be sent direct from the of- 
fice of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, 817 Exchange Av- 
enue, Chicago, Illinois, upon the receipt of 
a full report of the contest from the super- 
intendent of the contest. 

County Agents and others in charge of 
calf club contests should file their applica- 
tions for this appropriation with the secre- 
tary’s office.

Experiences Disastrous Fire.

At four o’clock in the morning it 
pai discoverd that the big new barn was on 
fire and in less than an hour the building 
had disappeared and there was nothing but 
4 mass of ruins and ashes to tell the story.

The greatest loss and one that is not 
easily replaced occurred when thirty-three 
head of registered spring calves perished. In 
the lot was the recently purchased young 
bull calf Eric Harrison 33d that stood fifth 
in class at the 1926 International in a group 
of eighteen head. This bull had been pur- 
chased from the Harrison Stock Farms of 
California and Mr. Acton had built great 
hopes around this youngster. The loss will 
amount to around $21,000.00 according to 
Mr. Acton’s estimate.

There was no undue excitement about the 
stall when young Philip Ljungdahl of Man- 
hattan, Kansas, led his steer, Crestview 
Alec 2d, back to his deeply bedded bunk af- 
ter having been turned down for grand 
championship honors on foot in the single 
steer competitions. Philip had been success- 
ful in the class showing where his steer 
stood at the head of the list. He had in 
turn been sent away from the head of the 
list in breed competition for that champion- 
ship, losing to the 
fine big Wyom- 
ing steer. This 
honor had _ been 
more or less cov- 
eted by the lad 
and there were 
some others 
about the barns 
who encouraged 
him along this 
line. 

Still other suns 
seemed to be 
playing beneath 
the shadows on 
Philip’s horizon. 
There was anoth- 
er opportunity 
for his fine steer 
to show the world 
what constitutes 
a champion.

Mrs. Pauline 
Kuhrt is the heroine of the day and 
from all appearances at Denver she as 
only a mother can divides that great 
honor with her two splendid sons who were 
on the job to look after the exhibits.
